DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken 
singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the independent 
claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. 

In regard to independent claim 1, the prior art taken either singly or in combination fails 
to anticipate or fairly suggest the specific combination of the inner focus zoom lens structure 
including the particular power configuration of lens groups and the particular structure of the 
first lens group being combined with a low dispersion glass lens sandwiched between two lenses 
in a triple cemented lens; recited together in combination with the totality of particular 
features/limitations recited therein. 

In regard to independent claim 9, the detailed reasons for allowance are presented in the 
office action 1/16/2009. 

In regard to independent claim 21, the prior art taken either singly or in 
combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the specific combination of the inner focus zoom 
lens structure including the particular power configuration of lens groups and the particular 
structure of the first lens group being combined with a low dispersion glass lens sandwiched 
between two lenses in a triple cemented lens; recited together in combination with the totality of 
particular features/limitations recited therein.
